D.M. STRAND AND C, G. HAWES oF THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF 
Auod!IT. AUDIT ANALYSIS WAS ON A BASIS CONSISTENT WITH THAT 
OF THE PRECEDING YEAR, AND INCLUDED ALL PROCEDURES WHICH 
WERE CONSIDERED NECESSARY. 


INSOFAR AS COULD BE ASCERTAINED WITHIN THE SCOPE 
OF THE EXAMINATION, THE FINANCIAL TRANSACTIONS OF THE TOWN 
APPEAR TO HAVE BEEN APPROPRIATELY HANOLED, WITH SUCH 
EXCEPTIONS AS MAY BE NOTED IN THE ACCOMPANYING COMMENTS. 

THE FINANCIAL AND STATISTICAL SECTIONS, INCORPORATED 
IN THIS REPORT, PRESENT THE RESULT OF THE TOWN'S FINANCIAL

AN AUDIT OF THE FINANCIAL RECORDS OF THE TOWN OF 
YARMOUTH HAS BEEN COMPLETED FOR THE MUNICIPAL YEAR ENDED 
JANUARY 31, 1955. THE AUDIT INCLUDED AN EXAMINATION OF THE 
FINANCIAL RECORDS WHICH WERE MAINTAINED BY THE TOWN OFFICERS. 
THE EXAMINATION CONSISTED OF A REVIEW OF CASH TRANSACTIONS 
AS WELL AS AN ANALYSIS OF AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 
AND THE RESULTS ARE INCORPORATED IN THE FOLLOWING: TEXT, 


EXHIBITS AND SCHEOULES PERTAINING TO THE FISCAL AFFAIRS OF 
THE TOWN, 


THE FISCAL YEAR'S OPERATIONS SHOWED THAT AVAILABLE 
FUNDS EXCEEDED EXPENDITURES BY $0,619.25, PER THE FOLLOWING 
SUMMARY ¢

THE DEPARTMENT OF ATTORNEY GENERAL HAS ADVISED THAT 
OVERDRAFTS ARE NOT PERMITTED BY STATUTE EXCEPT IN CERTAIN 
INSTANCES WHERE EMERGENCIES ARISE IN HIGHWAY ACTIVITIES AND 
THEN ONLY TO THE EXTENT OF 15% OF THE HIGHWAY APPROPRIATION,

ASSETS 


THE CASH BALANCE OF $23,825 .62 WAS RECONCILED 
WITH A BANK STATEMENT FURNISHED BY THE CANAL NATIONAL BANK, 
PORTLAND, MAINE. A COUNT OF CASH WAS MADE AT THE DATE OF 
AUDIT AND RECONCILED WITH THE CLOSING BALANCE AT 
JANUARY 31, 1955. 


OTHER ASSETS INCLUDING TAXES, ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE, 
TAX LIENS, TAX DEEDS AND TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY WERE REVIEWED 
AND VERIFICATION UNDERTAKEN TO DETERMINE THEIR VALIDITY AT 
THE YEAR END. UNPAID ACCOUNTS WERE ALSO RECONCILED WITH THE

THE APPROPRIATION ACCOUNTS REFLECT UNEXPENDED 
BALANCES OF $11,644.01 (ExHie1t OD) at THE YEAR END. THIS 
AMOUNT REPRESENTS STATE AID ROAD #5 AND EDUCATION ACCOUNTS 
BALANCES CARRIED FORWARD TO THE ENSUING YEAR IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH LEGAL REQUIREMENTS. 


WITHHOLDING TAXES DUE THE DIRECTOR OF INTERNAL

THE EXCISE TAX RESERVE TOTALING $6, 709.65

DEBT FUND 


THE DEBT FUND, INCORPORATED IN THE BALANCE SHEET 
AS A SEPARATE FUND, REFLECTS THE OUTSTANDING WATER MAIN, 
NorTH ELM STREET Bridge, SckHoct Bus, Fire Truck AND SCHOOL 
BUILDING SURVEY NOTES TOTALING $33,190.35, WHICH MATURE AT 
VARIOUS DATES WITH INTEREST VARYING FROM 0.09% To 2.50% 
(Scueoute A-G), 


TRUST FUNDS 


THE TOTAL AMOUNT OF TRUST FUND PRINCIPALS WAS 
#11 698.17 AT THE YEAR END AND UNEXPENDED INCOME AMOUNTED 
TO $1,309.97. THE TOTAL PRINCIPALS AND UNEXPENDED INCOME 
OF THESE FUNDS WERE INVESTED AS FOLLOWS:

THE INVESTMENTS AND DEPOSITS WERE VERIFIED BY 
PHYSICAL INSPECTION. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


AN ANALYSIS OF THE COMPARATIVE STATEMENT OF 
AVAILABLE FUNDS REVEALED AN INCREASE oF $36,875.81, as 
CCMPARED WITH THE PRECEDING YEAR, THIS INCREASE WAS 
OCCASIONED PRINCIPALLY BY INCREASED REVENUE FROM THE STATE 
FOR HIGHWAY AND EDUCATION PURPOSES, PROCEEDS FROM NOTES 
ISSUED AND AUTHORIZED TRANSFERS FROM SURPLUS. A HIGHER TAX 
LEVY, SALE OF TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY AND FEDERAL AND STATE 
PARTICIPATION FOR HURRICANE DAMAGE WERE ALSO CONTRIBUTING 
FACTORS. 


EXPENDITURES FOR THE SAME PERIOD INCREASED BY 
$30,300V1 li; WHICH WAS REFLECTED FOR THE MOST PART IN HIGH= 
WAYS AND BRIDGES, NEW FIRE TRUCK, EDUCATION, CEMETERIES AND 
PRUNING TREES ACCOUNTS. A DECREASE IN THE PLEASANT STREET 
SEWER ACCOUNT WAS ALSO A CONTRIBUTING FACTOR. 


A METHOD OF EFFECTIVELY CANCELING PAID INVOICES 
SHOULD BE ADOPTED THIS MAY BE ACCOMPLISHED EITHER BY 
PERFORATION OR A RUBBER STAMP DEVICE,

THE EXAMINATION OF THE TOWN CLERK'S RECORDS REVEALED 


THAT AT THE ANNUAL AND SPECIAL TOWN MEETING THE TOWNSPEOPLE 
AUTHORIZED TRANSFERS FROM SURPLUS ANDO THE USE OF EXCISE TAX 
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MONIES FOR VARIOUS DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS (ExHisiTt D), 
THE TRANSFER FROM CONTINGENT TO THE TOWN DUMP AND PRUNING 
TREES ACCOUNTS WAS LIKEWISE AUTHORIZED BY THE TOWNSPEOPLE 


THE VOTERS ALSO AUTHORIZED THE SELECTMEN TO HIRE 
$10,000.00 FoR THE PURCHASS OF A NEW FIRE TRUCK AND 
$5,000.00 FOR ARCHITECTURAL COSTS OF THE NEW SCHOOL BUILD- 
ING, 


AN AMOUNT OF $20,810.0C REPRESENTING THE TOWN'S 
SHARE FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE CouSIN'S ISLAND BRIDGE 
WAS PAID TO THE TOWN BY THE CENTRAL MAINE Power COMPANY IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH AN AGREED CONTRACT. THIS AMOUNT WAS PAID 
OVER TO THE STATE OF MAINE AS THE TOWN'S SHARE OF THE COST, 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


COUNT OF CASH WAS MADE AND RECORDS CHECKED TO 
DETERMINE THE ACCURACY OF RECORDING CASH TRANSACTIONS. THE 
SYSTEM OF INTERNAL CONTROL WAS REVIEWED AS PERTAINED TO THE 
HANDLING OF CASH AND OTHER MATTERS OF FINANCIAL CONCERN. 
EXTERNAL VERIFICATIONS WERE UTILIZED TO DETERMINE THE CORRECT 
NESS OF RECORDED ASSETS AND LIABILITIES, RECEIPTS, VOUCHERS 
AND CANCELLED CHECKS WERE EXAMINED FOR A SELECTED PERIOD AND. 
MAJOR INCREASES OR DECREASES IN REVENUE OR EXPENDITURES OVER 
PREVIOUS YEARS WERE EXPLORED. EXCISE TAX COLLECTIONS WERE 
VERIFIED BY EXAMINATION OF THE COPIES OF THE RECEIPTS RETAIN= 
ED BY THE COLLECTOR, 


TRUST FUND TRANSACTIONS WERE REVIEWED, THE 
SECURITIES WERE VERIFIED BY PHYSICAL INSPECTION AND THE 
SAVINGS ACCOUNTS WERE VERIFIED, ON A TEST BASIS, BY CONF IRM= 
ATION WITH THE DEPOSITORY. 


VARIOUS LAWS PERTAINING TO THE FISCAL AFFAIRS OF TH 
MUNICIPALITY WERE REVIEWED TO DETERMINE THAT RELATED FINANCIA 
TRANSACTIONS WERE PROPERLY ADMINISTERED, 


INCLUDED IN THIS REPORT ARE EXHIBITS AND SCHEDULES 
PERTAINING TO THE FINANCIAL STATUS OF THE TOWN, AuDdIT 
PROCEDURES WERE FOLLOWED TO THE EXTENT DEEMED ADVISABLE TO 
DEVELOP THESE STATEMENTS,

ITS OPERATIONS FOR THE YEAR THEN ENDED,

To THE CITIZENS OF YARMOUTH? 


IT 1S ALWAYS DIFFICULT TO KNOW HOW MUCH SHOULD 
BE WRITTEN IN AN ANNUAL REPORT OF THIS KIND. TO BE 
COMPLETE, IT WOULD PROBABLY BE SEVERAL PAGES LONG AND TO 
BE OF MAXIMUM VALUE FOR FUTURE REFERENCE IT SHOULD BE 
COMPLETE. JHE CUSTOM OF YEARS, HOWEVER, SEEMS TO HAVE 
BEENYTO- KEEP THE (REPORT FATREY SRTEFF WE SHALL DO OUR 
BEST TO KEEP IT AS CONCISE AS POSSISCE, 


THE DEATHS DURING THE YEAR OF Mr, WILLIAM H, 
Rowe, Town CLerk FOR 39 YEARS AND OF MR. E, FRANK RoBeRTS, 
RoAD COMMISSIONER FOR 15 YEARS, WERE SEVERE LOSSES TO 
TOWN GOVERNMENT, THE VALUE OF THEIR KNOWLEDGE AND 
EXPERIENCE CANNOT READILY BE REPLACED. WE APPOINTED 
Mrs. HitOA THURLOW AS TOWN CLERK TO FILL OUT THE UNEXPIRED 
TERM OF MR, ROWE, ALSO, AFTER MAKING SEVERAL TUBLIC REQUESTS 
THAT THOSE INTERESTED IN THE POSIT!ON OF ROAD COMMISSIONER 
APPLY, WE RECEIVED TWO APPLICATIONS FROM WHICH WE CHOSE AND 
APPOINTED Mr. RAYMOND AYER AS ROAD COMM!SSIONER TO FILL OUT 
THE UNEXPIRED TERM OF Mr. RoBERTS. BOTH APPOINTEES HAVE 
SERVED WELL IN SPITE OF THEIR LACK OF EXFERIENCE, 


THE SELECTMEN BELIEVE THAT THE ESTABLISHING OF 
A TOWN OFFICE TWO YEARS AGO, TO WHICH THE TOWNSPEOPLE MAY 
GO TO TRANSACT TOWN BUSINESS HAS BEEN APSRECIATED BY EVERY- 
ONE. WITH THE APPOINTMENT OF Mrs, HILDA THURLOW AS T°WN 
CLERK, ALL OF THE OFFICES WITH WHICH THE PEOSLE OF THE TOWN 
NORMALLY COME IN CONTACT ARE CONCENTRATED IN ONE PLACE. 
THIS SHOULD RESULT IN BETTER ADMINISTRATION OF TOWN GOVERN= 
MENT ANC AFFAIRS AND WILL BE LESS EXPENSIVE IN THE LONG RUN 
AS THE TOWN GROWS AND ITS AFFAIRS BECOME M®>RE AND MORE 
VOLUMINOUS AND COMPLEX, ALSO, IT SEEMS THAT PRIMARILY 
BECAUSE EVERYONE 1S TOO BUSY THESE DAYS, FEWER PEOPLE EACH 
YEAR ARE INTERESTED IN RUNNING FOR TOWN “OFFICES, REGARDLESS 
OF THE PAY OR LACK CF PAY, AND THE CONCENTRATION OF TOWN 
OFFICES PERMITS THE PAYING OF AN ACCEPTABLE SALARY W!THOUT 
GREATLY INCREASING OVERALL SALARY CosTS. DUE TO THE HEAVY 
WORK LOADS OF THE OFFICES OF TAX CoLLECTOR, TOWN CLERK, 
AND TOWN ACCOUNTANT, WHICH USED TO BE DONE BY THREE PERSONS, 
WE FOUND !T NECESSARY TO HIRE Miss NANCY RING AS BOOK= 
KEEPER/STENOGRAPHER TO ASSiST Mas, THURLOW. THUS, TWO 
PERSONS NOW DO THE WORK OF THREE AND ACTUALLY DO MORE WORK 
THAN THREE USED TO DO BECAUSE THE JOBS ARE FULL TIME AND 
ADEQUATELY PAID, 
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OuR SEWER SYSTEM REMAINS INADEQUATE IN A FEW 
AREAS, AND SEVERAL OF SUR ROADS ARE SHOWING THE RESULTS 
OF LACK OF ATTENTION TO PROPER DRAINAGE, AND GENERAL LACK 
OF PLANNING FOR FUTURE REBUILOING, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
SELECTMEN LAST YEAR, DEFINITE PLANS SHOULD BE LAID TO 
RETLACE UNSAT'SFACTORY SECTI[NS OF SEWER AND R°ADS, A 
LITTLE EACH YEAR, SO THAT THE COST WILL BE SPREAD OVER A 
PER1O0D OF TIME, OTHERWISE, WE SHALL IN THE NEAR FUTURE 
BE FACED WITH HAVING TO SPEND A GREAT DEAL OF MONEY ALL 
AT ONCE FOR MAJOR REBUILDING. IT 15 NOT ECONOMICAL T? 
CONTINUE THE PRACTICE OF CONSTANTLY PATCHING OUR ROADS. 
THE INEVITASLE RESULT HAS CCCURRED, THAT OF SPENDING ALL 
OUR APPROPRIATED FUNDS FOR PATCHING, HAV NG NONE LEFT OVER 
FOR REBUILOING, RESUILDING SOME OF OUR WORST ROADS WOULD 
RESULT IN CUTTING OUR MAINTENANCE COSTS, AND GIVE US 
SETTER ROAD SURFACES, 

DURING THE YEAR, THE SCLECTMEN ADVERTISED FOR 
BIOS ON CERTAIN SFECIFIC LoTs ON Coustn’s AND LiTTLEVOHN'sS 
ISLANDS, ACQUIRED BY THE TOWN. OVER A PERIOD OF YEARS 
THROUGH NON-PAYMENT OF TAXES, AS A RESULT, WE SOLD 
APPROXIMATELY 7O LOTS FOR APPROXIMATELY 53,900,, FOR “HICH 
THE TOWN'S INTEREST WAS TRANSFERRED TO THE SUCCESSFUL 
BIDDERS BY QUITCLAIM RELEASE DEEDS. VERY FEW UNSOLD LOTS 
REMAIN ON THE BOOKS AT THE PRESENT TIME DUE TO THE OFFERINGS 
THIS YEAR AND LAST YEAR.

To tHe Citizens oF YARMOUTH? 


HEREIN §S THE ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YARMOUTH FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. THERE HAVE BEEN FIFTY=ONE ALARMS AND ABOUT 
THIRTY-FIVE OTHER CALLS. OUR TOTAL LOSS WAS NEARLY $17,000, 
THE LARGEST BEING THE HOUSE AND BARN OF Mrs. WINIFREO SWEET@= 
SER. Mr. NATERMAN'S BARN ON GRANITE STREET WAS DESTROYED BY 
FIRE ALSO AND EASTERN BUILDERS SUSTAINED SOME LOSS FROM TWO 
FIRES ON THEIR PROPERTY. THERE WERE SOME OUT OF TOWN CALLS 
AND A FEW FALSE ALARMS, ALSO NUMEROUS GRASS AND CHIMNEY FIRES. 


WE STRONGLY URGE ALL PARENTS TO BE EXTREMELY CAREFUL 
WITH MATCHES AROUND CHILDREN. KEEP THEM IN A SAFE PLACE OUT 
OF THE REACH OF YOUNGSTERS, 


THERE HAVE BEEN MANY LIVES LOST AND CONSIDERABLE 
PROPERTY DAMAGE DUE TO STOVE EXPLOSIONS THIS PAST YEAR IN 
THE STATE OF MAINE. CHECK YOUR DRAFTS OFTEN AND BE SURE 
THEY ARE WORKING PROPERLY. OIL BURNERS REQUIRE OXYGEN TO 
FUNCTION CORRECTLY AND WITHOUT DANGER, IF IN DOUBT, CALL 
YOUR SERVICE MAN. 


LIKE EVERYONE ELSE WE TRY TO KEEP OUR EXPENSES TO 
A MINIMUM, HOWEVER, WE CANNOT FUNCTION EFFICIENTLY WITHOUT 
PROPER EQUIPMENT. THIS YEAR WE WILL HAVE TO BUY A QUANTITY 
OF NEW HOSE. SOME OF THE HOSE WE ARE NOW USING WAS BOUGHT 
IN 1932 ANDO CANNOT STAND THE PRESSURE FROM OUR MYDRANTS,. 
SEVERAL OF THE INDIAN TANKS HAVE RUSTED AND SHOULD BE REPLACED. 
Two NEW FIRE ALARM BOXES WILL HAVE TO BE CHANGED AS THE OLO 
ONES ARE NOT RELIABLE. DUE TO CHANGES BY THE New ENGLAND 
TELEPHONE COMPANY SOME OF THE WIRES WILL HAVE TO BE RESTRUNG 
FOR THE ALARM SYSTEM, THESE IMPROVEMENTS WILL COST MONEY BUT 
MUST BE TAKEN CARE OF IF WE ARE TO HAVE AN EFFICIENT DEPART= 
MENT. 


DURING THE PAST YEAR THE STAIRWAY AT THE CENTER 
STREET FIRE STATION WAS MOVED TO THE OUTSIDE OF THE BUILDING, 
PROVIDING MUCH NEEDED FLOOR SPACE FOR THE TRUCKS ANO EQUIP- 
MENT. THE ORTVEWAY HAS NOT YET BEEN COMPLETED BUT WORK WILL 
RESUME ON IT AS SOON AS WEATHER CONDITIONS PERMIT. 


IN AGREEMENT WITH THE SELECTMEN WE HAVE PURHCASED 
PART: OF THE RADIO EQUIPMENT ASKEO FOR IN THE SPECIAL TOWN 
MEETING, THE BASE STATION HAS BEEN INSTALLED AT THE CENTER 
STREET Fire STATION AND WILL BE MANNE® DURING ANY FIRE OR 
OTHER EMERGENCY. THE TWO MOBILE UNITS WERE PUT INTO THE 
MACK AND INTERNATIONAL Fire TRUCKS, WE HOPE TO COMPLETE 
THE RADIO SYSTEM. THIS YEAR WITH YOUR HELP. OUR AIM IS TO 
HAVE ADEQUATE COMMUNICATION NOT ONLY WITHIN THE TOWN BUT 
ALSO WITH THE SURROUNDING COMMUNITIES, INCASE OF FIRE OR 
ANY OTHER EMERGENCY. ss 


THE FIREMEN HAVE VOTED TO BUY TWO WALKIE-TALKIE 
UNITS FROM THEIR RADIO FUNO WHICH WILL HELP A GREAT DEAL, 
THESE WALKIE=TALKIES WILL NOT TAKE THE PLACE OF THE MOBILE 
UNITS WHICH WE NEEO TO COMPLETE THE RADIO SET-UP.

OF THE COMMUNITY. ONE OF THE WAYS TO OBTAIN THIS GOAL 
1S THROUGH HOME VISITING WHICH IS THE BASIC FUNCTION OF 
YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE. THROUGH THIS SERVICE, SHE 
VISITS FAMILIES IN THEIR HOMES TO MAINTAIN GOOD HEALTH, 
TO ASSIST THEM IN SOLVING THEIR HEALTH PROBLEMS AND TO 
MAKE KNOWN AVAILABLE RESOURCES FOR MEETING THEIR HEALTH 
NEEOS, 


DURING THE YEAR YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE HAS

THE PLANNING BOARD MET ELEVEN _TIMES DURING THE 
PAST YEAR. MEETINGS HAVE BEEN HELD WITH THE SELECTMEN, 
ANDO WITH THE SCHOOL BoARD ANO SCHOOL ButtoING COMMITTEE. 


A MAP OF THE TOWN=OWNED AREA BACK OF THE LIBRARY 
WAS STUDIED AND RECOMMENDATIONS MADE FOR THE LOCATION OF 
THE NEW SCHOOL, WITH A VIEW TO LOCATING OTHER POSSIBLE 
SCHOOL BUILDINGS IN THAT AREA IN THE FUTURE, ALONG WITH 
ATHLETIC AND RECREATIONAL FACILITIES AND A POSSIBLE 
COMMUNITY BUILDING, 


RECOMMENDATIONS WERE MADE TO THE SELECTMEN FOR 
BETTER DEVELOPMENT OF TOWN LANDING AS A SWIMMING AREA. 


THE POSSIBILITY OF WIDENING MAIN STREET AT THE 
LoWER VILLAGE WAS INVESTIGATED. 


RECOMMENDATIONS WERE MADE TO THE SELECTMEN CON-
